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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to communication filed on 2/5/08. Claims 1 and 
46 have been amended. Claims 14, 19, 20, and 50 have been canceled. Claims 1-13, 
15-18,21 - 49, and 51 - 53 are pending on this application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 13, 15-18, 21 -49, and 51 -53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 1 , in addition to other elements in the claim, prior art 
considered individual or combination does not teach an AD converter comprising: an 
error originating from at least one time quantizer included in the at least one self- 
oscillating loop of the converter is suppressed by an error transfer functions which, at 
low frequencies approximates an inverse of an open-loop transfer functions of said at 
least one self-oscillating loop. 

With respect to claim 46, in addition to other elements in the claim, prior art 
considered individual or combination does not teach a method for pulse width 
modulated digital signal comprising: an error originating from at least one time quantizer 
included in the at least one self-oscillating loop of the converter is suppressed by an 
error transfer functions which, at low frequencies approximates an inverse of an open- 
loop transfer functions of said at least one self-oscillating loop.
